Urbana, January 10— After boost* 
Ing his wheat profits »13 an acre 
when first used throe years ago, a 
soil treatment of rock phosphate coat- 
ing only ?6 an acre is still producing 
results tor Jake Herman, an Effing- 
ham county farmer, according to a 
report by C. M. Linsloy, assistont 
professor In soils extension at tho 
College of Agriculture. University ot 
Illinois. 

Anxious to find out tor himself 
whether or not bis land needed rock 
phosphate. Herman first used the 
material In tho tall ot 1925. He ap- 
plied It at the rate of SOO pounds an 
acre on half ot a five-acre field that 
was to be sown to wheat. The rock 
phosphate was applied on top ot 
the plowed ground and worked In 
with the working down of the seed 
bed. Tho phoaphato half threshed 
out 35 bushels to the acre while tlie 

untreated halt yielded only 20 bushels 

to tho acre. This increhse of 15 



on pasHongor 
Increased each year from 1890 to 
1920 '• continued the Mpeaker, In 
which latter year tho railroads car- 
rled more passengers than In any 
one other year In their history.

"The occasion for this situation Is 
no doubt the very large Increase In 
travel In private motor cars and pub- 
lic motor buses.

January JO-Fight off 
mcaaloH from children under three 
years old. This Is Ihe plea of Dr. 
Isaac D. Uawllnga, state health 
director who pointed out In a fore- 
cast here today that measles Is apt 
to prevail In epidemic proportions 
throughout tho state during the next 
three or four montha and that two- 
thirds of the 3286 persona who have 
auccumlK-d to that dlHcaso In Illinois 
since 1913 were less than three 
years old. Prevent exposure If pos- 
alble and use protective serum if 
necessary are tho methods of pre- 
vcntlon recommended. . 

"Every avollablo sign Indicates 
that meaaica will be widc-apread In 
Illinois from now until April or May, 
Dr. Hawllnga said, "the provolence In- 
creaaing as the winter advancoa. 
Last year less than 10.000 cases oc- 
curred within the whole 12 months, 
tho lowest incident on record. This 
makes strongly probable a return 
wave of 1929 and a sharp advance In 
case reports which rose from '-& 
weekly in September to more than 
300 weekly In December emphasizes 
In same prospects. 

"A (fiacase usually of trifling con 
sequences In healthy children older 
than five years, measles la a serious 
Infection to youngsters under three. 
Out of 3286 deaths from measlea in 
Illinois during tho last ten years 
21G4 or GO Por cent wore of children 
less than- 3 years old Another 247 
wore in their third year bringing the 
ratio under four up to 74 per cent. 
Conalderably leas than one-halt of a.l 
caaes occur among children under 
four. Plainly the hazard ot measles 
la great for this ago group 

"Preventing exposure Is the most 
important way ot protecting young 
children against measles. Since the 
first symptoms of measles during its 
moat contagious stage strongly ve- 
aemble a- cold this can only bo done 
by keeping children with colds away 
from those free from colds. Droplets 
that escape from tho nose and throat 
tiro tho materials that spread measles 
from one to another. 

"Through your physician a pro- 
tective serum la available to thwart 
an attack In young children unfor- 
tunate enough to bo exposed. Blood 
or blood aerum drawn from a peraon 
convalescing from meaales and In-

According to ofHclals of tho as- 
Boclatlon, there have been only 13 
attacks staged on Illinois Inatltu- 
tlona last year. FIvo of these wore 
unsucceasful. The remaining eight 
netted the criminals but $34,554.41. 

The draatlc move of tho Illinois 
Qonkors* association was deemed 
■"^'ecoaaary whon It became apparent 
that several highly organized groups 
wore responsible for the enormous

Tho asaoclallon now nralntalnH a 
clcarlng-hoUBO In tho secretary's ot- 
nce for tho benefit of tho banks. 
Thlfl clearing-house collects and dia- 
Benilnatos Information relative to 
Iheso typea of criminals, and co 
ordlnatOB the forces for the proaecu- 
lion of offenders when apprehended. 
Thia clearlUE-houao makea poaslble 
the rapid distribution of this Informa- 
lion so that when auch crimes are 
reported, a "croaa-check"' can be 
made Immediately In order to deter 
mine whether or not any clew can 
be secured aa to the Identity of tho 
criminals. 

While It Is being operated exclu- 
Blvoly for the Information of the 
banks, nevertheleaa. each criminal 
caught reduces the hazard to the gen- 
eral public, and officlala of tho IlH- 
nola Bankera' aaaoclatlon urge that 
bualneaa men and merchants co-oper- 
ate by refuaing to caah checka for 
Btrangers. 

Officials of surety companlea have 
Informed the bankers that thoy must 
give more conalderation to the for- 
gery alluatlon. They point out that 
In virtually every Inatanco whore a 
bank has suffered a loss, no prccau- 
Uona toward Identifying the cualom- 
er were taken at tho time tho ac- 
count was opened; they also recom- 
mend that more care bo exercised In 
opening. accounts for strangers and 
extreme caution In hundling such uc 
counts.

Slight decrease during the fiscal 
year, starting Docemhcr 1, 1927, and 
ending on December 1, 1928, In tho 
number of marriage licenses Issued 
In Lake county In tho offlco of tho 
county clerk. In comparison with that 
of the previous year, Is shown by 

BtatlStlCB. 

The records for the 12 months 
period thia past year show 5,195 
couples llcenaed to wed, whilo tho 
year before 5.234 couploa woro grant- 
ed marriage llcenaes, thus 3D leas 
licenses were laaued this year. How- 
ever, It must be remembered that the 
fiacal year, December 1, 1926, to De- 
cember 1. 1027. waa a record break- 
ing period, so tho record this last 
year compared favorably. 

Increases in Births, Deaths 
There were increases In both the 
births and deaths last year. There 
were 1,583 birtha this year and 1,448 
persons born tho previous year, an 
Increase this year of 135. This year 
1,005 persons died and the previous 
your 883, the Increase in deatha be- 
ing 122. This shows that there were 
13 more birtha than deaths In 1028 In 
Lake county. 

There waa a decided drop In the 
number of caaea in the County court 
this year. The criminal and civil 
caaes combined aggregated 117 this 
year, whllo last year 238 cases were 
heard, the decrease this year being 
121. 

There were four more Insanity 
cases In 1928. the number of Inaano 
people reaching 54 for tho year. 

During tho year there were 15 
feeble-minded caaea, an Increase of 7;

UopresontatlveB from tho IlllnolH 
Btato department of health, the Chi- 
cago department of health, and tho 
Chicago Medical society met a few 
days ago to discuss the Influenza sit- 
uation which exists throughout tho 
state aa well as the country. 

A review of the altuntlon shows 
that the major wovea of this disease 
come at Intervals of 20 to 30 years. 
Tho last major wave prior to this 
was the wave of 1918. Judging by 
past experience we do not expect an- 
other major wave until some time af- 
ter 1938. But according to tho his- 
tory of the disease, secondary waves 
occur at Intervals between the major 
waves. Some of these secondary 
waves have proven fairly serious. 

It was the. opinion of those preaent 
I at this conference that Illinois Is In 
I a secondary wave of considerable Im- 
portance. Thia wave began some- 
where about March 15, 1928, and con- 
tinued until about May 15. At that 
time the weather became definitely 
unfavorable for the continuance of 
the diaeaae and It aubslded. In the 
late autumn tho dleeaao again began 
to prevail. The rise appeara to have 
started In the southwest, probably In 
California. It has spread from' the 
southwest nortliward and eastward.
